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Game day 
had plenty 
of rewards

{ wasn’t by any means the first one on the 
construction site at 7 a.m. last Friday morning in 
Westwood Park, a lower-income community on 
the northwest side of Detroit. 

There was already a flurry of volunteers 
signing in, picking up T-shirts, hammers, nails and 
slipping on tool belts. 

We would begin building three homes from 
the foundations up, in this once-blighted neighbor- 
hood, to be purchased by lower-income families 
who may not otherwise be able to secure a 
mortgage for safe and decent housing. 

The project wouid last from sun-up to sun- 
down throughout the weekend. 

The cost to build — and cost to purchase — 
was offset by grants; by Comerica, NBD and the 
Catholic Archdiocese which each donated 
$25,000; and by the nearly 200 volunteers — 
young, old, black, white, men, women, rich, poor 
-— who donated their hands, minds, backs and 
time for three days under the scorching sun, 
constructing houses from the foundation up. 

Skill-saws hummed continuously. Hammers 
pounded. Chalk-lines snapped out red dust, over 
and over. 

Little by little, houses started to take shape. 
First an outside wall. Then another. And then the 
peaked roof trusses — hoisted one by one. Down 
the street a bit, youth groups were demolishing 
condemned houses and loading them into 
dumpsters, creating future sites for more new 
homes. 

For the past two years I have worked with 
Northwest Detroit Neighborhood Development, 
the non-profit organization responsible for the 
project and the neighborhood’s revitalization, to 
help them establish an image and a presence in the 
community and in the minds of the media. 

My evenings and weekends were spent on the 
opposite sidé of my day job here at the paper — 
trying to get this story in the news, 

A year of planning went into this event alone. 
While I worked primarily on public relations, the 
rest of the organizing committee worked to secure 
property to build on, developing blueprints, 
ordering construction supplies, recruiting volun- 
teers, getting sponsors and donations, planning 
meals, and finding families to buy the homes. 

So when “game day” arrived, I was prepared 
for the media with news kits in hand and sound 
bytes at the ready. I knew there would be plenty of 
opportunity for photo-ops and quotes to spice up 
video or amewspaner article. 

But What I forgot about .. . what I didn’t plan 
for were the chills that ran through my own body 
when a wall was raised by 15 sets of hands. Then 
the hammering — tike popcorn — to secure it in 
place, as I stood to the side, with a TV crew. 
Watching. 

In the evening, when most of the volunteers 
headed Home, completely spent, I picked up a 
hammer too. Jude, a volunteer from the neighbor- 
hood, laughed as I mangled a nail pounding a wall 
together. “Let the hammer do the work,” he 
instructed. 

Like Jude and I, most of us were strangers, or 
merely acquaintances. We were church groups, 
business people, unskilled laborers, carpenters, 
teachers (the homes were being built across from a 
badly decaying, but still functioning elementary 
school), neighbors, and city officials. 

The neighborhood has had 48 new homes 
built in it in the last 10 years —¢ most by the labor 
of volunteers. They are modest homes, without 
garages. But. they are new, clean, safe and are one 
major part of the turn-around of the neighborhood 
which only 10 years ago was filled mostly with 
rentals and plenty of crime, drugs and poverty. 

Still, there is poverty and neglect in the 
‘neighborhood. A drug-house was quite active right 
next door to where we were building. I caught 
three children — probably only 8 years old — 
smoking behind the school. 

But next year, five more houses will be built 
just a few blocks away. And little by little, it will 
make more of a difference. People are choosing to 
move there. They see potential. 

By Sunday, only a few sunburned, thirsty and 
exhausted volunteers remained on site. Watching 
the sun slip behind the trees and beyond the shells 
of the three side-by-side houses the new friends 
exchanged phone numbers, e-mail addresses and 
business cards. Handshakes all around. Call me. 
Let's get together. 

My long drive back to the north, usually filled 
up with books on tape or music — anything but 
silence — was spent with mostly wind and wheel 
noise and a welcomed lightness in my heart. 
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Dutifully waiting to be called into service, these boats docked at the Boyne City Marina sit in the perfectly still waters of Lake 


Charlevoix. The lake has not been entirely peaceful during the past week, as area storms have moved through, creating strong

Maxwell, who hails from Bemidji, Minn..

liking to since crossing the Michigan border — 
then made a phone call. 

She left on her bike, but 
then came that sinking feeling 
, when she realized she had left 

her wallet on top of the phone

Although she heard that 
somebody found and at- 
tempted to return the billfold. 
the police and sheriff's 
\ departments had not yet laid 
\ their hands on it as she 
; prepared to resume her trip the 
following day. 

Maxwell, who turned 60 last Wednesday. is 
hearing impaired in one ear. She has been riding 
her way across the country, off and on since mid- 
April. 

Besides her license. credit cards, and money 
— her birth certificate is gone, which will mean a 
re-routing of the Canadian Jeg of her travels. 

“I’m not going to abort my trip.” she said. “I 
just hope it works out.” 

Her itinerary will send her to Bar Harbor. 
Maine and back to Minnesota by mid-September. 
“I've always wanted to do this,” said the former 
State of Minnesota accountant. So she took an 
early retirement and headed out to see the world. 

Probably the worst thing that’s happened on 
her travels was a bad cold turned pneumonia that 
sent her back home for a while. Losing her wallet 
has also cramped her style a bit.

While a major inconvenience, her misfortune 
in Walloon allowed her to meet some really nice 
folks, she said, such as a Boyne City police officer 
who made sure Maxwell had dinner at Roberts 
Restaurant and who arranged for an overnight stay 
at Young State Park. 

“His whole attitude was super,” she said. 
“You don’t realize how nice people are until you 
get out like this, walking and talking.” 

Maxwell travels 65-85 miles per day, averag- 
ing 10-12 miles per hour, including her stops. Her 
bike weighs 25 pounds and she 
has 50 additional pounds of 
camping gear, bike parapherna- 
lia and even a fishing pole 
strapped to the back. She camps 
by night. 

The scenery is one of 
the highlights of her travels, she 
said, noting how hilly the area 
is. She said she didn’t know 
which way to look on the way 
in from Petoskey — it was all 
so beautiful. 

“] feel like a young kid 
again,” she said and attributes the diminishment of 
arthritis in her legs to the biking — or maybe just 
less stress since she got out from behind the ten- 
key. 

“You wonder “gee whiz, what am I doing,” 
she said. But she hopes to spend a whole year 
traversing the planet, perhaps to Australia or New 
Zealand next, 

For now she cancelled her credit cards, had 
some money wired to her, and kept on going.

An estimated $24 million sav- 
ings is expected if a merger of Top 
O’ Michigan Electric Co., Great 
Lakes Energy Cooperative and West- 
em Michigan Electric Cooperative is 
approved by their customer-owners 
on Aug. 8. 

The boards of directors of the 

- three cooperatives adopted the plan 
of merger at their June board meet- 
ings and set the Aug. 8 merger vote 
date. To become effective, the 
merger requires the approval of a 
majority of voting customers of each 
cooperative. 

The boards’ decisions came af- 
ter reviewing a detailed economic 
study by utility consultant Robert 
Badner which says the merger would 
result in savings of $24 million over 
the next 10 years. The $24 million 
represents savings in expenses and 
capital expenditures that the coopera- 
tives could only achieve through a 
merger. 

“This merger makes good sense 
and will serve all our customers 
well,” said Warner Cheyne, Top O’ 
Michigan board chairman. 

“A larger electric cooperative 
will be better prepared to compete 
and grow in the new competitive, 
deregulated world we will soon en- 
ter,” said Ed Doss, Top O’ Michigan 
president and chief executive officer. 
“And the customers who are owners 
of the cooperative will benefit the 
most.” 

The merger vote will be held 
Aug. 8 for customers of all three co- 
operatives. Top O’ Michigan and 
Great Lakes Energy hold their re- 
spective annual meeting that day, and 
Western Michigan Electric will hold 
a special meeting Aug. 8 for the vote. 
Also, Top O’ Michigan customers 
will receive mail-in ballots in the 
Notice of Annual Meeting that will 
be mailed to them in July. 

The new company, to be called 
Great Lakes Energy, would be the 
fourth largest electric utility in Michi- 
gan and one of the 10 largest of 
America’s 900 electric cooperatives. 

According to the economic 
study, specific areas where future 
costs could be reduced include: pur- 
chasing and inventory; engineering 
costs, including preparation of long 
range plans; work plans and staking; 
preparation costs for rate studies and 
cost-of-service studies; more effi-

cient use of line crews during con- 
struction, maintenance and major 
storms; legal fees; billing costs; more 
efficient use of labor force; and 
greater financial strength and bor- 
rowing power. 

According to the merger plan, 
the electric rates of Top O’ Michigan 
Electric and Great Lakes Energy 
would be combined within one to two 
years, and Western Michigan 
Electric’s rates would be combined 
one to two years later. 

“The boards were adamant that 
there be no rate increase as a result 
of the merger,” Doss said. “No util- 
ity can guarantee that there never will 
be a rate increase in the future. How- 
ever, the merger will create a coop- 
erative with the financial strength to 
provide more stable, competitive 
rates for its customers.” 

As a result of the merger, the 
boards also expect service improve- 
ments in power quality, reliability 
and office services. For example, 
during major storms or other emer- 
gencies, line crews in unaffected ar- 


eas would assist crews that need help. 

Top O’ Michigan Electric Co. is 
based in Boyne City with district of- 
fices in Gaylord and Kalkaska and 
serves 52,000 customers in 12 coun- 
ties in the northwest lower peninsula. 

Based in Newaygo with district 
offices in Hart, Reed City and 
Wayland, Great Lakes Energy is the 
customer-owned power company for 
more than 41,000 homes and busi- 
nesses in a 15-county west Michigan 
area. 

Western Michigan Electric is 
based in Scotville and serves nearly 
13,000 customers in Mason, Lake, 
Manistee and Oceana counties 

Under the current plan, the of- 
fices in Boyne City and Newago 
would continue to operate as they are 
now, while Western Michigan 
Electic's office would become a ser- 
vice center, 

Combined, the three coopera- 
tives employ 200 workers, sold 826 
million kilowatt hours in 1997 and 
had a combined revenue of $77 mil- 
lion.

CITY HALL OFFICES will be closed Friday, July 3, for the 
holiday. : 


MDOT CONTACTED the city regarding a state drainage 
easement on the proposed Industrial Park property. It appears the 
state is going to resurface M-75 from Boyne Falls to the city in the 
year 2000. They were happy to have a drawing to identify the 
proposed location of the entrance to the park. This will allow the 
engineers to design the thm lanes and the curb locations for their 
project. . 


A ZONING BOARD of Appeals meeting is scheduled for 
July 13 at 5 p.m. to hear two requests. The first is from NPI 
Wireless for two variances from the requirements of the newly 
enacted Telecommunications Amendment to the Zoning Ordi- 
nance.

Following the high winds last week. they had to make 
a trip into town Friday to remove some trees and branches which 
were broken but hanging in the trees. 


WE HAVE HAD complaints about profanity at the city’s 
public beach. This also is a problem in Old City Park. The 
problem was discussed at last Tuesday’s City Commission 
meeting. Chief Howard said the Police Department will try to 
patrol the area, but just can’t be there all the time. It really is up 
to the adults of the community to stop the bad language. All 
citizens should be able to enjoy the beach and parks.
